Case Arguments 


RICHMOND, Va.

Oral arguments began today 
before the 4th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals on the land- 
mark U.S. District Court order 
directing the merger of Rich- 
mond area schools to achieve 
racial balance. 


The Jan. 10 order by U.S. 


District Court Judge Robert R. 
Merhige would create a metro- 
politan school district of 104,000 
pupils, 78,000 of whom would be 
bused to give all schools in the 
district a black 
pupil per- 


centage of from 20 to 40. 


Comprising the school district 


would be the predominantly 
black schools, of Richmond and' 
the 
overwhelmingly ' white 


schools of suburban Henrico 
and Chesterfield counties. 


The two counties and the 


State Board of Education con- 
tend that the counties are now 
operating unitary school sys- 


tems in accordance with the 
law and that trial judge en- 
gaged in "judicial overreach" in 
ignoring city and county boun- 
dary lines.

Bethel Church Installs New 
Organ 


The congregation of Bethel A. 


M. E. Church has expanded its 
music ministry into the pur- 
chasing of a new organ ac- 
companied with a separate tone 
cabinet consisting of three 
directional speakers and one 
concentrated amplifier. 


The organ, a large tran- 


sistorized electronic Baldwin 
model offers the music depart- 
ment and worshippers the ser- 
vices of several distinct features, 
among which are: (1) a 3-c oc- 
tave foot pedal that combines 
both swell and great manuals to 
give a 4-chamber musical ex- 
pression as one major register; 
(2) a seventeenth century organ 
mechanics innovation draw-stop 
called the 'coupler' which 
enables the organist to engage » 
key or several keys of a given 
manual connectedly with keys of 
another manual above or below 
the manned control, plus the 
great organ', the choir organ, the 
swell organ and a combination 
stop which elaborates 
the 


coupler control, thus enabling 
the performer to simultaneously 
register the four basic organ 
tones as an entegral unit inter 
play. 


In addition to the remarkable 


features of the organ console 
registrations, the separate 115 
bolts amplification system 
consists of a stationary, rotor 
motors and pedal accentuation 
and maintains a suspended 
elevated position, thus producing 
pipe organ-like effect.

professional organists including 
some of Bethel's musical staff 
will be presented in concert.

Shortening 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—I h a v e 


had a myocardial infarction 
and have been particularly 
interested in the problem of 
cholesterol. I am on a low 
cholesterol diet. In one of 
your columns you said that 
all shortenings have some 
c h o l e s t e r o l . Since then I 
have obtained the listings of 
the contents of shortenings 
and some of these do^.noj 
contain "cholesterol. Can you 
explain this to me. It is very 
confusing. 


Dear Reader—I doubt very 


much that I ever said all 
shortenings have cholesterol, 
because they certainly don't. 
But all shortenings do con- 
tain fat. Some contain more 
saturated fat than others. A 
shortening prepared f r o m 
vegetable sources for exam- 
ple will contain no choles- 
terol since vegetable prod- 
ucts are free of cholesterol. 
The ingestion of lots of fat, 
coconut oil for e x a m p l e , 
which is mostly a saturated 
fat, can cause the body to 
produce lots of cholesterol. 
W h e t h e r the 
cholesterol 


comes from being produced 
by the body or from the diet, 
it can contribute to the in- 
creased level of cholesterol 
in the blood stream which 
helps cause atherosclerosis. 


Most heart s p e c i a l i s t s 


think it is wise to restrict 
saturated fats and this is 
why coconut oil is not recom- 
mended for individuals witli 
these problems. On the other 
hand, safflower oil and corn 
oil b o t h h a v e v e r y low 
amounts of saturated 
fats 


and larger amounts ot poly- 
unsaturated fats. In the in- 
terest of restricting the- satu- 
rated fats, both safflowcr oil 
and corn oil are useful [> od- 
ucts. However, like all tats 
they contain many calones. 


The analysis you enclosed 


for 
a commercial product 


shows that 26 per cent ot its 
fat is from saturated fat. 
The amount of saturated fat 
in cor, oil is only about 10 
per cent and safflower oil 
contains even less

That was the theme struck by 


Boswell at his first full-scale 
news conference after he en- 
tered the race and he hit the 
issue again last Saturday at a 
meeting of the state Young 
Democrats. 


"It is a known fact that cer- 


tain giant corporations and spe- 
cial 
interest 
national com- 


mittees are furnishing financial 
support to certain candidates," 


Boswell said. 


"The people of Arkansas are 


entitled to know if any candi- 
date for the U.S. Senate in the 
state of Arkansas is receiving 
any 
financial support either 


directly or through the activi- 
ties cf any individual, business 
or organization from outside 
the state," he added. 


Boswell said that if any of his 


own contributors don't want 
their identity revealed, he'll 
give the money back.

New York Gang War Deadly

NEW YORK (AP) — As the 


deadliest gangland warfare in a 
decade swept across New York 
City these past two weeks, Po- 
lice Commissioner Patrick V. 
Murphy observed of the com- 
batants: 


"They play for high stakes. 


They live dangerously. They 
sometimes die by the gun they 
live by." 


During the two weeks, seven 


have died in underworld-style, 
slain by the gun. Murphy today 
had hundreds of police engaged 
in an effort to end the shooting. 
From the commissioner, his 
men had this mandate: 


"We 
cannot 
permit 
the 


streets of this city to become a 
battleground 
for 
gang war- 


fare." 


Three of the biggest names in 


organized crime figured in the 
current underworld drama. 


There- was * Joseph Colombo, 


48, youngest of all the Cosa 
Nostra chieftains, now com- 
atose with brain damage from 
a bullet in the head last June. 


There was Joey "Crazy Joe" 


Gallo, 43, a flashy mobster as- 
sassinated last Friday, a dec- 
ade after he had lost a war for 
control of the crime family lat- 
er taken over by Colombo. 


And there was Carlo "Don 


Carlo" Gambino, whom author- 
ities call the underworld's boss 
of bosses—a courtly figure who 
resembles the "Godfather" of 
the novel and movie. Police 
questioned 
him 
when 
the 


rumblings of war began in his 


empire. 


A 
suave, 
gray-haired 
69, 


Gambino came here from his 
native Palermo, Sicily, in 1921, 
a 
stowaway 
who made 
it 


ashore at Norfolk, Va., He is 
currently under deportation or- 
der. 


His 1,000-member Cosa Nos- 


tra family is said by federal 
authorities to be deeply in- 
volved in loan sharking, water- 
front crime, gambling and con- 
struction and labor rackets. 


A Senate committee in 1963 


heard testimony that Gambino 
and the late Vito Genovese 


teamed to bring about the 1957 
rubout of Mafia chieftain Albert 
Anastasia, shot to death in a 
barber's chair in a midtown ho- 
tel. 


The late Joe Valachi, the mob- 


ster-turned-informant,

Reseachers Report Vision 
Deficiency in Children

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) 


— Perhaps 11 per 
cent" of 


school children aged 3 to 10 
may have a certain mild color 
vision deficiency, researchers 
reported today. 


Because of the unrecognized 


vision problem, the researchers 
said, the child might be classed 
as a poor performer, a slow 
learner or as having a reading 
problem. This could produce 
emotional 
disturbances, 
they 


added. 


As a result of a study of

The researchers said the defi- 


ciency concerns "blue vision," 
one of three wave bands of 
light that people see, along with 
green and red. 


Commonly used tests to de- 


termine color blindness usually 
detect 
a 
condition 
severe 


enough to keep an adult from 
certain jobs, but are not very 
good for detecting blue vision 
defects, the researchers said. 


The tests, therefore, are used 


almost entirely to detect severe 
color blindness and are seldom 
given to children. 


"A child who has even a mild 


deficiency of blue vision may 
have difficulty in seeing the 
faint blue lines ruled as guides 
on his writing paper," the re- 
port said. "He may be slow at 
recognizing 'sight saving' yel- 


low chalk marks on a \ blue- 
green board." 


"When given a school test 


that has been duplicated in the 
usual faint violet color, he may 
still be struggling to read it 
when classmates, whom he 
knows to be his equals or infe- 
riors, have finished and time is 
up," the report said.

egorized as a poor performer, a 
slow 
learner,

'dyslexia (a reading

All this emerged by chance 


when Sassoon and colleagues 
screened a Houston school for 
another purpose. 
More than 


half of the 3-year-olds made er- 
rors typical of mild blue-vision 
deficiency. Eleven per cent of 
the 10-year-olds made similar 
errors. 


The deficiency may be per- 


manent since a study of adults, 
made as a check, found that 11 
per cent had a mild bluervision 
deficiency.
